TAX HOMES RAZED 


BY EXPLOSION

brought down by -che French and British airmen and guns, 
while Berlin claims- to have accounted for fifteen entente 
machines.

men. 


British shipping losses for the week show an increase 


over the previous period. Eighteen merchantmen, fourteen 
of more than 1,600 tons, were sunk by submarines or mines, 
as compared with fifteen including twelve of the large ton- 
nage the week before. France and Italy lost no ships of 
the large tonnage and France only one vessel of less than 
1,600 tons. Another Spanish ship, the Sarniero, the sixth 
in five weeks, is reported to have been torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine.

The corporation was 


ordered to proceed with the construction, of 
fifty ships .of .7,500 dead weight tons capacity, 
each and later was awarded a contract for 70 
troop and cargo ships of 8.POO tons capacity. 
Continuing the report says: 


"The actual work of constructing the ship- 


yard was begun on October 1.. Several factors

"First. . The plant was begun so late in the 


fall that much of the heavy construction work 
had to be done under the handicap of severe 
winter weather. 


"Second. 
The location of the plant was 


such that the railroad facilities supplied by 
the district were unequal to the needs of the 
construction work. 


"Third. 
The location is so isolated and 


passenger-handling facilities leading- to it so 
inadequate that experienced workmen have 
not sought permanent employment there. 


"Fourth. 
The means of handling con- 


struction material w'ithin the plant site were 
not made the first order of construction and 
inadequate driveways and insufficient rail- 
road trackage during the early stages cf the 
work have proved fruitful sources of delay 
and expense. 


"Fifth. Material seems to have been order- 


ed without regard for actual needs and exist- 
ing facilities of handling that it is necessary 
to prevent undue congestion of .railroads lead- 
ing to the plant. 
• . 


"Sixth. In-the desire for. speed men have 


been taken in such great numbers that the 
supervising staff t*as unequal 11 the task of 
effectively directing the workers, with a con- 
sequent great loss of output and efficiency. . 
Lower cost and at least equal, if not greater, 
progress could have'been made if the work- 
ing force had been kept down to more mod- 
erate proportions. 


"We were told by one of the employment 


men at Hog Island that somewhere between 
500 and 1000 mem are hired there every day. 
Assuming the lower figure as the' average,. 
there exists a labor turnover of almost 100 
per cenfa month—a'condition fatal alike to 
progress and to costs." Great masses of men 
.can not be brought together for effective, 
work, on so complicated a construction prob- 
lem as Hog Island unless.th» supervision is., 
considerably more effective and the attendant 
conditions considerably more-favorable to the 
prosecution of -the -work than has been the 
case at this .year.

This is the agent's quali- 
fications law, which compels all 
of the life insurance agents to ob 
tain a certificate from the insur- 
ance department before n license 
can be granted to sell insurance. 


The agent's blank requires 
the 


agent to state under oath whelhcr 
he left the employ of any other 
life insurance company 
leaving 


an unpaid balance against him: 
whether a license lias been den'ed 
by any other state and for wh.it 
reason and whether any sum is 
due a policyholder, that should be 
paid. 


The object of the law is to 


bring and keep in the insurance f 
profession good men; that 
the 


business be not subjected to fraiul 
and that the agent has acted in 
honest manner.
